JOSH COBB, 


A Coon Hunter's Life and Hits 
Sudden Death. 


hunter than old Josh Cobb, who be- 
longed everywhere in this part of 
the State, and yet nowhere in par- 
ticular,”’ said an old-timer of Rock 
Hill, Pa., who remembers his sub- 
ject well. ‘* As for that, there never 
was a better hunter of ig | in 
the shape of wild game than Josh 
was. His long, single-barreled rifle,

‘oussed. To restrict all immigra- 
tion is not favored by the citizen 
of broad views,nor could it be made 


to barmonize with te letter and 


spirit of the Constitution. It is 
true that Coogress has lately pro- 
vided laws against the landing of 
criminals and paupersin the United 
States, but as no method has been 
provided for detecting criminals, 
the prohibition is without force. In 
“amending these laws during the 
coming session, which, it is highly 
probable, will be done, every immi- 
graut should, be required, before he 
is allowed to land on American 
soil, to present a certificate signed 
by no less than five persons of ‘good 
standing and holding prominent 
positions of trust in the place from 
which he hails,showing him to be a 
man of sound mind and good char- 
acter, industrious and not depend- 
ent upon any person or persons for 
the necessaries of life, and stating 
that he comes voliintarily and in 
obedience to a strong desire to 
share in the benefits of our Govern- 
ment, and that in tmmigrating he 
has not been assisted, directly or 
indirectly, by anyone except a blood 
relative. These and other require- 
ments should be made, for if the 
present wholesale influx continues 
disorders will breed and our demo- 
cratic institutions. be overthrown. 
This state of affairs may not come 
to pass within the next two years 
nor the next ten years, but that it 
will come some time is only too ap- 
parent to close students of the situ- 
ation. In making the above sug- 
gestions the GAZETTE does not wis!: 
to be regarded as harborivg any 
race prejudice. It is simply a ques- 
tion of capacity and honesty of pur- 
pose on the part of those who come 
from other countries to avail them- 
selves of the opportunities, privi- 
leges and benefits of our laws aud 
institutions.

Sharpe Sentenced, 
New York, July 14. 
When Jacob Sharpe entered the 
court for his sentence this morning,he 


was so weak be had to be supported. 
He was accompanied by his wife and 
son-in-law. Theattorney for the de- 
fense said the trial had been an uofair 
one in several ways, and that the jury 
hed been prejudiced, and therefore he 
moved for a new trial. The court de- 
nied the motion, and sentenced hiin to 
four years imprisonment, ard to pay | 
a fine of $5,000. 

Judge Barrett, in delivering the sén- 
tence, said he had never performed so 
delicate a task in all his professional 
career. He had received many letters 
from many people, pleading fur mercy 
and otherwise, but the Court was not 
appeinted by the merciful any more 
than it was dictated to by the laws of 
—, The defendant, when asking 

or mercy, can give nothing asa plea 
for clemency but age and sickness; on 
the merits of the case he certainly is 
entitled to none. Itis absurd to state 
that he was not guilty of giving bribes, 
as he was the unmistakable leader of 
the whole affair. The crime itseif was 
an enormous oOne—raising a half mil- 
lion dollars to corrupt one-half of the 
Legislature, and with over $1,000,000 
in his pocket he clamors for mercy 
without offering to pay back a penny 
of the mcney stolen, so that if he 
should die in prison his family hasa 
vast fortune to fall back upon. At 
this, Mrs. Sharpe buried her face ip 
her bands and wept “gene & while the 
prisoner himself did not lift his face 
from the table. *‘ The Legislature does 
not allow me to go below the min- 
imum penalty in such grave of- 
‘fenses as the present - one,’ con- 
tinued the Judge; “all cannot be 
satisfied. Thosc who clamor for the 
prisoner’s receiving the full penalty of | 
the law, and those calling for a repri- | 
mand, only, have been cousidered, 
and the judgment of this Court is tha: 
the prisoner be confined to four years 
at hard labor and that he paya fine of 
$5,000. Shurpe received his sentence 
with stoical, resigned despair. He 
was borne, almos' fainting, out of the | 
court-room., Mrs, Sharpe was terri- 
bly affected and gave way to uncon- 
trollable emotion. The application to 
Judge Potter for a stay of 
in the Sharpe case was made, but the 
application was denied.

When with- 
in a few feet of the car,Daily, who had 
been lviteridg around the corner sev- 
eral hours, walked up behind him, 
and drawing a large, keen-bladed knife, 
similar to those used by butchers in 
killing hogs, ran it into Kennedy’s 
right side, near the abdomen, with a 
vicious lunge, and then gave ita jerk 
sideways. A large crowd was on the 
corner at the time, but all were so 
horror-stricken for a moment that no- 
body moved. 

Reinedy fell to the ‘ground, after 
giving acry of ‘‘murder,” and gioaned 
deeply. He pointed to the murderer, 
who made no attempt to escape, The 
knife dropped out of Kennedy’s side 
asa physician came up. Mason, the 
cdlored watchman, seized Daily, who 
stood looking on, apparently the most 
unconcerned, self. f-possessed man in 
the crowd. Kennedy expired in five 
minutes afterward. 1e body was re- 
moved to the police station, aud the 
excitement rose rapidly, The crowd 
grew boisterous, and threatened to 
hang the murderer, Daily paid but 
little attention, and refused to say why 
he committed the crime.

Sir Wilfred Lawson presided yester- 
day over a meeting of the Interna- 
tional Arbitration Association. The 
Secretary’s report referred at length to 
the co-operation of similar associa- 
tions in America, and expressed the 
hope for the formation of a joint Com- 
mission to consider the advisibility of 
creating an Anglo-American Arbitra- 
tion Association.

An OveRLOOKED MATERIAL.—A 
German writer remarks that the 
compound known as ‘‘Zeiodelite,’’ 
discovered by Simon, has not been 
used so much as its peculiar advan- 
tages would seem to suggest. It is 
prepared by mixing 25 to 30 parts of 
the powdered glass with 20 parts of 
melted sulphur. This may be 
shaped intoany design; and itcools 
into a strong hardness, resisting 
boiling water and the strongest acids. 
It can be united at a heat of 400 de- 
grees. 

Insect Smetiu.—In an extensive 
series of experiments by _ Prof. 
Graber, insects and many other in- 
vertebrates perceived odors much 
more quickly and acutely than the 
vertebrates tested (birds and rep- 
tiles). The antennz proved to be 
not the only organs of smell in in- 
sects, although these appear to be 
essential to the perception of some 
fine odors. In some cases the palpi 
of the mouth-organs are more sensi- 
tive than the antennz, but percep- 
tion of smell through the stigmata 
or respiratory organs is not rapid 
nor important. | 

Perception oF Co.ors.—Sensa- 
tions of vision require a definite 
time of exposure of the retina, 
which time Mr. J. M. Cattell, of the 
University of Leipsic, finds to be 
considerably dependent on_ the 
nature of the object and intensity of 
It varies with the several 
colors. Orange gives the quickest 
impression on the eye, and yellow 
closely follows it; then comes blue, 
red, and green, while the retina is 
least sensitive to violet light, the 
time for which is from two to three 
times as long as for orange. By 
lamp-light, the eye works more 
slowly than by daylight, and the 
order of perceiving colors is changed 
to orange, red, yellow, violet and 
blue. 

Resvtts or ENGiIsu SANITATION.— 
Improved health laws appear to 
have produced remarkable results in 
England and Wales, a decided re- 
duction in the death-rate having 
now been maintained for ten years, 
and been much greater during the 
second half of that period than in 
the first. So great has been the re- 
cent reduction that, as the registrar- 
general points out, more than 281,- 
000 persons survived the last five 
years whose deaths would have been 
recorded had the mean rate of mor- 
tality been equal tothat prevailing 
in the ten years, 1871-80. The 
effect of longevity has been indi- 
cated by Mr. Noel Humphrey, who 
states that the reduction in the 
death-rate from 22.5 in 1838-54, to 
20.8 in 1876-80 has added two years 
to the life of every male born, and 
three years and a half to that of 
every female. 

An InterESTING Pet.—The Beaked 
Cheetodon of the Indian and Polyne- 
sian Seas is a fish of eccentric form 
and beautiful tints, but its most re- 
markable feature is its curiously 
elongated muzzle, or beak, which is 
employed as a gun, with a drop of 
water for a bullet. Unlike other 
fishes, this oreature does not wait 
for its prey to fall inte the water, 
but shoots it down like a true sports- 
man. Seeinga fly or other insect 
on a twig over the water, the Cheto- 
don quietly approaches and, with its 
nose just above the surface, ac- 
curately projects a drop of water at 
the unsuspecting insect, which is 
thus knocked from its perch and is 

jwickly snapped up y the fish.
